Sioux  Lookout,  Old  Boys  from  far 
and  near  converged  on  the  School 
in  near  record  numbers  Saturday, 
November  6,  for  the  Annual  Old 
Boys'  Dinner. 

With  appetites  whetted  by  the 
usual  pre-dinner  "spiritual"  offer- 
ings, 173  sat  down  to  an  excellent 
repast  of  shrimp  cocktail,  French 
onion  soup,  Chicken  Jardiniere  and 
Baked  Alaska,  all  prepared  and 
served  under  the  capable  supervi- 
sion of  the  genial  steward,  Norman 
Stewart.  Guests  included  represen- 
tatives from  the  Old  Boys'  Associa- 
tions of  the  other  Little  Big  Four 
schools,  John  Blaikie  from  T.C.S., 
Gordon  Waldie  from  Upper  Canada, 
and  John  Murray  from  Ridley;  the 
Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Gover- 
nors, Jack  Macdonald;  the  Head- 
master, Bob  Coulter,  and  masters 
on  the  staff  of  the  School.  Graduat- 
ing years  represented  ranged  from 
1908  to  1965,  1956  having  the  best 
turnout  with  twelve  members  on 
hand  for  the  occasion. 

The  Annual  Meeting  was  conduct- 
ed with  due  despatch  and  the  new 
Council  elected  appears  elsewhere 
in  this  issue.  Introduced  by  Charlie 
King,  "Red"  Storey  in  his  positively 
inimitable  style  kept  everyone  in 
stitches  with  a  succession  of  hilari- 
ous anecdotes  about  his  years  in  the 
football  and  hockey  world. 


A  highlight  of  the  evening  was 
the  unanimous  decision  of  the  As- 
sociation to  donate  $500  to  the  St. 
Andrew's  College  Foundation  for  a 
Head  Table  Chair  in  honour  of  Alan 
R.  Ramsey.  Al,  as  he  is  known  to 
at  least  two  generations  of  Old  Boys', 
attended  the  School  as  a  student 
from  1902  to  1908,  and  then  was 
twice  a  member  of  the  teaching 
staff  from  1920  to  1926  and  again 
from  1947  to  1960.  In  addition,  he 
was  President  of  the  Old  Boys'  As- 
sociation in  1934-35  and  Secretary 
from  1948  until  his  retirement  in 
1960.  He  was  accorded  a  standing 
ovation   by   everyone   present. 

Proceedings  were  capped  by  a  tape 
recording  of  the  late  Mr.  Thomas 
Barnston  Daubney  Tudball  telling 
his  famous  story  of  "The  Bears". 
"Tuddy",  as  42  years  of  Andreans 
know,  was  a  master  at  the  School 
from  1908  to  1950,  and  hearing  his 
voice  brought  back  many  nostalgic 
memories.

FOOTBALL  —  A  converted  touch- 
down was  the  slim  margin  that 
separated  the  First  Team  from  the 
Big  Four  championship  this 
year.  Much  credit  goes  to  coaches 
Gary  West  and  Grant  Edwards  for 
moulding  a  team  worthy  of  St.  And- 
rew's traditions  out  of  a  squad  that 
was  certainly  a  question  mark  at 
the  beginning  of  the  season.  While 
every  member -contributed  his  share 
of  effort,  we  should  mention  that 
17-year-old  Jim  McKeen  proved  to 
be  a  real  find  as  an  all-around 
quarterback,  Dave  Mutch  as  a  hard- 
driving  halfback  despite  his  light 
weight  of  165  pounds  was  the  most 
consistent  ground  gainer,  while  Don 
Smith  and  Rich  Weston  were  towers 
of  strength  on  defence. 

After  defeating  T.C.S.  quite  hand- 
ily 33  -  12  in  their  only  home  game, 
the  team  took  on  Ridley  in  St.  Cath- 
arines.
